Tokyo, July 11.. 


Americans and Koreans clashed today in a bloody see saw battle 


which produced the fiercest fighting so far in the Korean war. 
United States tanks and infantry threw“the Communists back 10. miles 


Jast night. 


Early today the Reds re-took most of the lost ground and 


the battle lines stood about where they were 18 hours ago. 
Both sides paid heavily in blood and machines for the exchange of 
ground, Amorican casualties have not yet been totalled, but front 
i ling reports said one company lost 118 of 148 men who loft Japan 
two weoks ago. Only two of the tanks which spearheaded the Amori- 

can advance from Yongi to Ghonui made the return trip. 


Worst of all, the retreating 
Americans had to leave’ most 
of their wounded. on the 
hattleficld where, according to 
one‘ jieutenant; the Koreans 
ure cald-bloodedly — shooting 
them. : 

The Communist ground losses 
in the two-way battle are not 
yet Ienown.
